Friends in America contributed a sum of money suf- 
ficient to pay one half of the cost of the books. ‘The 
Korean Bible Society underwrote the other half of 
the cost and began to accumulate enough paper to 
print an edition of 100,000 copies of the Gospel. 

By the end of February we got the printers started 
on the job. The books were in Mr. Hunt’s hands by 
the end of April. ‘The end of May saw the campaign 
of distribution completed. ‘The end of June saw the 
beginning of the invasion of South Korea by the Red 
forces of the North. Communism is not always the first 
in the field; the Holy Spirit, too, has a strategy of preparing 
individuals and churches to enable them to stand.

Thirty-two churches in the city participated in the dis- 
tribution. According to the partial report which we have, 
52,162 Gospels of John were individually placed in homes 
of the city of Pusan.

A total of 3,031 names 
and addresses of people who expressed their desire to be- 
come Christians were received. 

Last year we distributed tracts in the same area and 
only 500 decisions were made.

sprung up over night in communities where as yet 
there are no neighborhood churches. The hope of 
America is in her homes; and the hope of enduring 
homes, as the records of our domestic relations courts 
have shown, is that God be honored by the family. 
There is no way to keep God in the home except the 
family gather together about His Word; and there 
are thousands and thousands of American homes, 
possibly more than ever in our history, that are 
either devoid of a copy of the Bible or indifferent to 
its use. 

There is no more effective form of neighborhood 
visitation than that in which the Bible plays its 
definite part. No church can do a more enduring 
piece of direct, personal, Christian service than to 
conduct in its own parish, or some new housing 
development near at hand, a Bible colportage cam-

for one dollar and sixty-five cents. These, of course, 
are the cost prices of the American Bible Society, 
whose interest is not to make a profit but to get 
Scriptures personally into the hands of those who 
otherwise might not even get them. 

A most worth-while cash investment that any 
church conducting such a canvass can make is to 
supply the visitors with copies of the Gospels in the 
Society’s little one-and-one-half cent booklets, leaving 
one at each home visited, with an invitation that 
might be imprinted on the back cover of the book- 
let, to come to church. 


Organizing in the Valley of the Chubut 


The Society's Secretary for the La Plata Agency here introduces us to a group of his Welsh friends 
who live near the southernmost point of the Americas and who have preserved their cherished 
traditions for loving and living the Bible and are now organizing to spread those 
traditions, if they can, to their fellow-countrymen

FTER thirty-six hours of travel by train and bus, 
A the last half of which is made through arid coun- 
try of sand and rock relieved only by patches of a low, 
coarse shrub, the panorama that meets the traveler’s 
eye is one of unsurpassed beauty as he gradually 
descends into the eastern extremity of the fertile 
green valley of the Chubut River, midway between 
Buenos Aires and Cape Horn and over one thousand 
miles from Argentina’s capital. 

This interesting tract of country was first settled 
by the white man when in the bleak, dreary winter 
of 1865, after arrangements made with the Argentine 
Government, nearly two hundred sturdy Welsh pio- 
neers landed to make Argentina their home, to be 
followed during the seventies by two other large 
groups. Michael Jones, a Welshman, strongly sym- 
pathetic with the plight of a large number of his 
countrymen who were reduced to dire poverty 
through political differences with their landlords, 
instigated and organized a relief movement involving 
the transfer of large groups abroad. Some came here 
to the United States; others to Argentina. 

With one Lewis Jones as their leader, the magni- 
ficent pioneer spirit of these sturdy, God-fearing set- 
tlers was sorely tried during the first few years. 
Drought, poor soil and other adversities caused the 
loss of successive crops. Hunger, disease and death 
soon made their inevitable appearance. Fortunately 
their difficult situation was not worsened by Indian 
raids. The Yehuelches, with whom they were able 
soon to trade, were a peace-loving people and wel- 
comed the settlers. ‘They bartered their guanaco skins 
and horses for bread and other commodities and 
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for Bibles in languages other than the English. Such 
may also be secured from the Society. In many 
foreign languages Gospel portions are also available. 

It is well to remember that there would be ne 
Christian “Religion in American Life,” had it not 
been for the Bible, and to recall those significant 
words of the late President Coolidge with which he 
closed one of his public addresses.

The Welsh settlers persevered and were finally led 
to seek the solution of their difficulties in the con 
struction of an irrigation system. They toiled in 
cessantly with their spades until their network o 
canals was complete. Their labor was crowned with 
success, for the irrigation system literally transformed 
their prospects. The first harvest festival celebrate 
in their midst was the occasion of deep thanksgivins 
and rejoicing. 

Religious services among these Welsh settlers we 
held at first in private homes until it was possible t 
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ild chapels. Rev. Abraham Matthews, who was 
ie of the first group of colonists, took the lead in a 
ygram of church-building that resulted in the 
ction of fourteen chapels located in the different 
‘tlements which were soon established, as well as 
the surrounding country among the numerous 
ems. The chapels became the centers of the social 
d spiritual life of the several districts. School- 
uses were also built for the children, and it is still 
membered that because of the scant equipment at 
air disposal the children’s lessons were often written 
_the large, flat pebbles which abound in the region. 
The first settkement on the coast was Rawson, 
-med after the Foreign Minister of Argentina in 
ce at the time. Gaiman was the second, and is an 
dian term that means “narrow way.” The third 
s named Trelew, meaning Lewis’ town, in honor 
their leader Lewis Jones. As would be expected, 
each of these towns today Welsh names are every- 
tere to be found.

Thou- 
nds of others through the decades have stayed by 
e stuff at home in the valley of the Chubut, and 
4ve made their individual contributions in their 
community, as most of the people in the world 
-e called upon to do.

The chief purpose of the writer’s recent visit to 
hese people was to discuss with them the possibility 
f forming a Regional Committee among their 
churches to cooperate with the united work of the 
3ritish and the American Bible Societies in this large 
ield, and with the recently formed Advisory Council 
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in Argentina in stimulating increased distribution 
and use of the Holy Scriptures, and increased 
spiritual and financial support of the work. 

A good group of the Welsh Church leaders had 
gathered at the beautiful Bethel Chapel in Gaiman 
for this meeting, and after hearing the Secretary of 
the Bible Societies it was unanimously voted that a 
Regional Committee immediately be formed and 
that all support and cooperation possible be ex- 
tended to the Bible Societies to help carry out their 
work and purpose. In responding to this generous 
gesture the writer could not but allude to the striking 
resemblance in the relation of their Welsh ancestors 
to the founding of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, and to their own one hundred and _ fifty 
years later, in working together with others who love 
the Bible to strengthen the work of the Bible Society. 


Scriptures for the Open Bible 


Indian Mission 


N response to a request from Rev. Leo ‘Thomas, 
missionary among the Mesquakie Indian people, 
located on the Indian settlement at Tama, Iowa the 
Society recently made a grant of 24 Bibles, 100 New 
Testaments and 50 of the new magazine-size illus- 
trated Gospel of Luke. In requesting the Scriptures 
Mr. Thomas wrote: 

In many of the ninety homes in which our Indian friends 
live, there are no Bibles or New Testaments. From time to 
time we have individuals come down to the old-fashioned 
altar here at the mission chapel and accept Jesus as their 
personal Saviour. We would especially like to present these 
newborn babes in Christ with New Testaments and Bibles, 
and we would like to see that every home here in the 
settlement has a Bible. 


A few weeks after the shipment of Scriptures ar- 
rived, Mr. Thomas wrote glowingly: 


We thank you with all our hearts for this precious con- 
tribution. We will see to it that all the books you sent are 
distributed wisely and prayerfully. We have already given 
out several of the little red-bound Bibles to children who 
have accepted Christ here at the Open Bible Indian Mis- 
sion in recent weeks, and I know that each of these children 
is proud of his wonderful book. 

As I told you, there are approximately ninety homes on 
the settlement; and of course from one to several families 
live in each of these homes. I mean to see that every home 
has a Bible—that is, if it is permitted. There are some of 
the homes (just a few, however) where the people are much 
against our faith and will have no part of ‘the white man’s 
religion,” as they call it. 

There are three different Indian religions here in the 
settlement. Please pray with us that those who become 
saved here will remain true. That is a very hard thing here. 
There is so much to discourage them . . . and very seldom 
any encouragement at all in their homes. 
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Andrés Key Reaches Journey's End @

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ue life story of Sr. Andrés Key is more than that 
Ike just another Bible Society Subagent. He was 
one of the early believers and pioneer workers of the 
Evangelical movement in Venezu- 
ela that sprang into life about the 
time he was born, sixty-five years 
ago. 

The Evangelical work started at 
scratch. It was a time when the 
Bible was a closed Book; in fact, a 
Book forbidden to be read by the 
masses. Andrés Key was one of the 
group of poor boys whose heart was 
stirred by the Gospel, and became a 
new creature in Christ and good 
material for the work, because a 
copy of the Book was put in his 
hands. 

Little did the founder of the Pres- 
byterian Mission in Venezuela, Dr. 
Theodore S. Pond, dream that 
when he listened in at a young peo- 
ple’s meeting and heard young Andrés testifying, that 
he would become a future worker. It is said that Dr. 
Pond once remarked, ““That boy is worthy of my 
personal attention.’ One day he said to Andrés, ‘‘We 
need workers and we need you.”’—‘‘But I have no 
education,” replied Andrés. The missionary con- 
tinued, “‘that makes no difference; we need workers. 
God will help us raise up workers. We shall have to 
help you and prepare you as best we can.” 

Andrés’ father died when he was but a mere lad. 
His mother had accepted the Gospel. They were 
poor. She raised her family in a humble home with 
dirt floors. She baked bread, and Andrés carried it in 
a basket and sold it from house to house. His mother 
lived to see the day when two of her sons had dedi- 
cated themselves to the ministry of the Gospel of 
Christ. 

Apart from the theological studies under Dr. Pond 
and other missionaries, he prepared himself by the 
hard way. He was a lay preacher and colporteur for 
many years. It was a time when the counuy lacked 
highways and modern transportation facilities. But 
Andrés was resourceful. He knew his people. Time 
and again he would enter a village and find very few 
people on the streets and the doors of homes closed to 
him. What had happened? The priest had spread 
the news that a heretic, the Bible man, was coming.

dice, and a few copies of the Scrip 
tures found their way into the fast 
barred homes. It was largely the 
work of the colporteur—and Andrés 
Key was a giant among them—that 
opened up the way for the Evangeli 
cal movement. He was one of those 
pioneers who sowed the seed, and 
afterwards others followed to reap 
the harvest. The result was tha 
meetings were held in homes; the 
chapels took their place, and later 
more pretentious buildings, to house 
the growing group of believers. 

Even though Don Andrés served for a time as a 
ordained minister, his desire always was for a moré 
direct part in propagating the Gospel through th 
activities of the Bible Societies. From 1929 to 193 
he served as Subagent of the British and Foreig 
Bible Society in Colombia. In 1940, when the Britis 
and Foreign and the American Bible Societies de 
cided to try out a new experiment by organizing 
Venezuela into a Joint Agency, Andrés Key was ap 
pointed to supervise this new experiment. It provec 
very successful, and no doubt influenced the twé 
Bible Societies when the Agency Secretaries met it 
conference in Rio de Janeiro in 1946 to recommeng 
that the work of the two Bible Societies in all of South 
America be organized into Joint Agencies. 

Don Andrés was a good and faithful servant of th 
Lord. What talents he had were wholly dedicated t 
Him. One of the missionaries summed it up in th 
way. We quote from his letter:

He was a real brother. Through the years that I kney 
him he was always the same and ready to serve in whatevd 
way he could. We had been with him at the Bible depd 
at Caracas the day before an automobile ran into him a

Demand for Scriptures in Israel 


Ev. Leonard Geary, the Society’s Secretary for 
the Bible Lands Agency, South, serving Egypt, 
Sudan, Palestine and Transjordania, in a recent 
port states that there is great demand in the State 
Israel for the complete Hebrew Bible and for 
riptures in the mother tongues of refugee Jews 
o know no Hebrew. 
On his return from a recent tour of Israel, Mr. 
y said that the appeal for Scriptures from every 
ctor of the country has been far greater than the 
ble Society could supply. He reports finding 
rthodox Jews seeking the entire Bible so that they 
ight read the New Testament bound together with 
e Old. Among those seeking specific languages 
ere some Jews from Shanghai, asking for Chinese 
“riptures; and others, having left Soviet territory 
4d influence, wanting Rumanian, Bulgarian and 
cussian books. 
There are still many Arab settlements in the north- 
n part of Israel, especially around Nazareth and 
‘iberias. In all such places Arabic Scriptures are 
great demand. 
Mr. Geary’s report concludes with this statement: 
Provided that some peaceful settlement can be 
chieved in the near future both in her own affairs 
ind in relation to her neighbors, the State of Israel 
ould provide a promising field for increased 
‘istribution. How much the new nation needs the 
Did Book she once gave to the world!”

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This picture, furnished by the Lutheran World 
Federation, was taken somewhere in a refugee camp 
in Europe. Where people are homeless and adrift the 
Bible becomes a priceless treasure; and the one whose 
duty it is to distribute God’s Word among refugees is 
a privileged member of the group. 

The Lutheran World Federation Service to 
Refugees issued in the nine months ending March 
1950, 5,452 Bibles and 4,997 New Testaments, a 
total of 10,499, to Czechoslovakians, Estonians, 
Germans, Hungarians, Latvians, Lithuanians, Poles, 
Russians and Ukrainians, all refugees located in 
Germany. Of these books 1,585 Bibles and 1,204 
Testaments, all in English, were supplied by the 
American Bible Society. The books in other lang- 
uages were furnished by the British and Foreign 
Bible Society and other Bible Societies in Europe.

HILE the American Bible Society has no active desire 
Wa. special solicitude as regards continuous public read- 
ing programs of the Bible, we are glad to respond to readers 
interested as to how a Bible-reading marathon is conducted. 
Below is the story of one of several such successful undertak- 
ings, as quoted from press accounts: 

“A Bible-reading marathon stole the show in Covington, 
Indiana on New Year’s Eve, when 150 readers read the New 
Testament and the Book of Psalms in 22 hours and 23 min- 
utes to a capacity audience of more than 200 persons in the 
county courthouse. In a similar program conducted in Cov- 
ington in 1947 it took 170 persons 74 hours and 20 minutes 
to read the entire Bible. 

“The program began at 9 p.m., when a radio quartette 
sang for thirty minutes. This was followed by a half-hour 
Bible quiz, with prizes.

n the October 1949 issue of the Bible Society Record the readers 
I were requested to write for the quantity of Worldwide Bible 
Reading bookmarks they could distribute. I sent for 32 
copies, all in one shipment, and forwarded only $3.36—all that 
was in my “‘tithe jar’ —to help with the shipping to my home in 
Yelm, Washington. q 

My need for 32,000 copies has a story behind it. A few years 
ago 500 copies of a Bible Reading bookmark were mimeographed 
and distributed among the sick, church workers and neighbors, 
The next year I learned that copies already printed up could be 
obtained from the American Bible Society, and each year my 
quota was doubled. In 1946, 4,000 copies were distributed, 
8,000 in 1947 and 16,000 in 1948. I find it easy to distribute 
these large numbers each year. Our young children first count 
the bookmarks into sets of twenty-five and lay them criss-cross 
so that, as needed, I count by 25’s. A big job? Well, yes; but 
even last year the children expressed the wish that there might 
be more to count! 

I always have places for every bookmark, including hospitals 
and county nursing homes. County officials gladly supply a list 
of names, addresses and numbers of patients in each institution. 
Every year more channels have opened for mailing them. On 
several occasions many have offered to distribute from 10 to 100 
at their places of work or business. In some cases friends and 
relatives have contributed small amounts for postage, and last 
year one lady gave me two dollars for this purpose. This work 
could not have been done without the help of relatives and many 
friends and neighbors. 

Many of the nursing homes have written and expressed thank 
for the bookmarks, saying that they would not have had the 
except for our mailing them. A sufficient number for distribu 
tion among the staff personnel is always included too. In ad 
dressing the packets to all these places, the following label i 
used:

Sanatoriums, police stations and fire stations are reached b 
similar methods. 

My present procedure was not learned in one year, by an 
means. At first I simply wrote postals that a packet was bein 
sent for distribution. The ‘Personnel and Patients” suggestio 
led one of the home superintendents to write and ask if a few ove 
could be distributed among her friends at a ladies’ aid meeting 
And so, ever since, I have included ‘‘and Friends”! Even th 
county office in our State capitol requested copies for thei 
particular office employees. All this is just a ‘‘natural’? for m 
and I love to do it. 

The arrival of the bookmarks for 1950 is eagerly awaited 
It will be a joy to be at such work again. Therefore, I am read 
and willing to distribute 64,000 this year. I have hoped an 
prayed that many would be inspired to read more in their Bible 
as a result of the circulation of these bookmarks. I can but co 
tinue to plant them and let ‘‘God give the increase.”

No Let-up in China 


SHE China Bible House, Shanghai, recently re- 
ported that the estimated circulation of Scrip- 
res in China for the six months ending April 30, 
50 was 30,847 Bibles, 34,103 New Testaments and 
3,456 Portions—a total of 578,406; and that sales 
“Scriptures were reported to be improving in every 
ction of the great land except Central and North- 
st China. 
During the six months there had been some short- 
xe of paper due to the blockade, but at the time of 
€ report paper manufactured locally became avail- 
ble, so that a full printing program was under way. 
Among other items of progress culled from the re- 
rt was notice of the appointment to the Bible 
ouse staff of a Promotional Secretary whose duties 
we to develop distribution and cultivate support. 

A further interesting item is that preparations were 
»eing made to issue a Latinxua transliteration of the 
sospel of Mark. The Latinxua is a recently developed 
sethod of printing Chinese in roman characters 
vhich is being fostered by the governinent. 
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Isn’t It Wonderful That 
Christians Care! 


iD and Katharine Crawford are working under 
the Home Missions Council with migrant people 
in the Middle West. From Rochelle, Illinois they 
sent this summer a circular letter to their friends. 
We quote from three or four paragraphs of a fascinat- 
ingly written story of their work which the letter con- 
tained. After describing their first day, which was 
given largely to getting a place for themselves to 
stay, they write: 


Our second morning was spent in a guided tour of the 
area in which our migrant friends resided. One large build- 
ing, formerly a factory, housed 150 West Indian single 
men. Four camps housed over 500 Mexicans from Texas. 
One small but beautiful “‘cottage’”’ area housed over 400 
single transient white men. The cottages are former hous- 
ing units for prisoners of war. In a large number of farms 
around, there are smaller units housing the men who run 
the pea viners. The Texas Mexicans and the West Indians 
harvest the huge farms of asparagus. The single white men 
work at various operations of the Del Monte Canning Co. 
mainly in peas and corn. 

These are the forgotten people. Forgotten except for the 
Church of Christ. Isn’t it wonderful that Christians care! 
No one else has ever cared; and these people have lived 
from here to nowhere, making home wherever the crops 
are and wherever there is even the faintest promise of 
work, perhaps enough pennies to keep body and soul 
together. 

Tramps?—Yes. Poor?—Yes. Dirty?—Yes. Worthless 
and dangerous?—NO. These are the helpless products of 
our agricultural economy, which demands large amounts 
of labor for short periods of time; which demands labor 
which you and I would seldom do any more. These are 
products of the ruin brought by flood and dust storm. They 
have battled and lost until they can seldom find it worth 
while to put on the extra touch which makes the differ- 
ence between a house and a home; between a “bum” and 
a “respectable man.” 

Through the missionary vision of the American Bible 
Society, Gospels, Testaments and Bibles are distributed. 
We left the Gospels everywhere. The Testaments and 
Bibles were left where we felt there was a genuine interest. 
Many of these folks are Catholics by tradition but not by 
understanding or attendance. They are glad that the chil- 
dren can go to Bible school, and even some of the parents 
testify to enjoying the services themselves. Christ takes on 
new meaning: ‘““Who is He? What is this Christianity? 
I hear that it is something for respectable folks, but what 
good does it do me?””—You folks back home are making 
your answer felt when you contribute to World Service, 
when you increase benevolence giving, when you make 
Bibles available, when you give that stranger in your 
community a square deal, when your church extends the 
hand of Christ to all.

truly the churches and Sunday schools of the city are much 
more largely attended than they were before the campaign. 
One of the largest churches, which had a Sunday-school 
building to start with, has had to overflow into the main 
church. The pastor of another church said his building was 
being besieged with non-Christian children bearing aes 
pels of John, saying, ““We are come to believe in Jesus. 

Just this week I was speaking to about twenty dock 
hands while I was waiting to greet some passengers from 
an incoming steamer. I mentioned that Gospels had been 
distributed to each home, and found that only one out of 
the twenty or more men had not received one. They all 
knew about the distribution but him! 

Following the distribution we had simultaneous special 
meetings for three evenings in twenty-six churches out of 
the thirty-two. Then we had two nights on which special 
meetings were held simultaneously in three of the largest 
school auditoriums. Between 600 and 1,000 were present 
at all of these meetings, so that between 2,000 and 3,000 
were gathered to hear the Gospel in Pusan on two nights. 
Then we had a rally on Sunday afternoon. My estimate 
was that there were about 2,000 present. Others put the 
figure at 4,000. Anyway, the largest auditorium in Pusan 
was filled, and they had to “rise and go forward” about 
three times to squeeze in the crowd. 

We have a few thousand of the Gospels left, which we 
hope to use in a similar way in a campaign in Masam this 
summer, and more would be a great help. 


An Appeal from Hiroshima 


N a recent letter from Chaplain Ivan L. Bennett, 
[ Army Headquarters Chaplain in Tokyo, Japan, in 
which he acknowledged the receipt of his certificate 
of Honorary Life Membership in the American Bible 
Society (see the Brble Society Record for July, p. 92), 
he enclosed a formal statement from Rev. Kiyoshi 
Tanimoto, pastor of the Nagarekawa Church of 
Hiroshima, addressed to the Bible Society, which 
read in part as follows: 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my thanks for 
the wonderful contributions you have made in this coun- 
try for spreading the Gospel. 

May I, however, furtherly state, no time should be lost 
in taking this rich opportunity to give His words to the 
people in Japan and in this city, Hiroshima. 

As a part of my Christian education program I have 
about 600 pupils enrolled in the Wesley English Language 
School, who come after their schools and office works. 
Many people are attending our Bible classes on Sundays. 
I go out often to the suburbs and to other towns for talks 
where the Bibles are sought for desperately. I have been 
recently asked from a representative of unemployed work- 
ers to give talks of spiritual values. They need the Bible 
badly but they cannot afford it. 

I believe Hiroshima is entitled to make the strongest 
appeal for world peace. The people of Hiroshima wish 
from the bottom of their hearts that a “No More Hiro- 
shimas” movement be launched from this city. 
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deep thinking and firm convictions, to promote suck 
peace movements? We need the Bible as guidance to find 
the true and essential road to a true peace....
